Sierra Madre Celebration at 
Redondo Beach 

J^icna -Miulre made a friendly call at 
Redondo Bcacli on ^^'t*dncsday. The lat¬ 
ter was bfconiiiif'ly liospitabic to her 
sister city and provided a huge time for 
ev<*ryh()<ly. Sierra Madre came home 
hiippy. mayl)e a little tired hut anxious 
for the next annual picnic of the Sierra 
Madre Hoard of Trade. 

About three carloads of picnickers 
made the trip to Redondo, ifiost of them 
going at eight o’clock when two trailers 
were attached to the regular car. Special 
cars were provided from TjOs Angeles hy 
the Redondo Railway Co., the oHicials 
of which could give valuahle lessons to 
the Pacific Electric management in the 
matter of accomodating servic(» on such 
occasions, and in their manner of doing 
hu'iness with the mere human heings 
which comprise the public. 

Arrived at Ih'dondo Beach the crowd 
scattered to enjoy the varied amus«*ments 
which are available there. Thos«* who 
prefer their plunge before meal time 
headed straight for the water. Those 
who had never la-fore enjoyed the de¬ 
lights of that magnificent Redondo 
plunge were enthusiastic in their praise 
of it. From I'ncle Hosmer down to 
Hunter Mead there was houndh'ss sport 
for young and old. the excellent ar¬ 
rangement assuring safety, as well as 
opportimity for strenuous s])ort. In spite 
of the cold morning the surf attracted 
a f<‘W swimmers for an invigorating dij). 

The noon hour saw the crowd congre¬ 
gating in the picnic ground opposite the 
plunge. Family and neighborh<x)d groups 
filled th«“ tables while the individuals 
proce«'ded to fill themselves with good 
things. Tin* name of the man who 
made the record for eating most has been 
filed away for future reference hut will 
not he made public now. 

The piers attracted a largi* number of 
sightseers, as well as a f< w confirmed 
anglers. But while there were lots of 
perfectly g(Jod lish in the ocean, most of 
those whi(di were brought to Sierra 
Madre that evening came hy way of 
the Redondo fish market. 

At pi«T Xo. .‘1, the British steamer 
Iran had just finished unloading a cargo 
of hijmnese oak ties. It also had as 
passmigers a hunch of greasy, dark 
skinned Hindus who bore a remarkahh* 
resemblance to Iniman laMiigs. Their 
community pipes .and prayer rug antics 
were curious to Ixdiold. Owing to the 
desertion of a number of the Hindus the 
crew of the Iran was so curtailed that 
the ship was unable to leave for Yoko¬ 
hama on time and the ship’s oflicers are 
in dire trouble trying to locate the miss¬ 
ing men. Tlie Hindus are the most 
primitive of the eastern tribesmen ami 
are tinder a protectorate in their native 
country which requires of all ship mas¬ 
ters employing them a heavy bond for 
their return.

Mo^t peojile were unaware that 
existing ordinances provided for a -aue 
Fourth and legislatiAe enactment wa- 
necessary to raise the lid. Among thi> 
class of jK'ople were the merchants who 
usually lay in a stock of firecracker^ 
and fireworks. On the understanding 
that there was to be no regulation 
against the usual celebration tlu'y in 
vested in stocks of goods for the old 
fashioned kind of celebration. This fact 
together with the existing sentiment in 
favor of a noisy Fiuirth. made it M*em | 
advisable to allow the children, young 
and old, to make as much noise as they 
wish. Hy next year it is to be hoped 
the matter will Im* taken up (>aily enough 
to gi>t it settled in a way to prevent 
any misunderstaudiug. For sooner or 
later Sierra .Madre will join the ranks 
of cities which would not go back to 
the old kind of celebration, after having 
tried the modern and sam* kind of 
celebration.

At a special meeting of the city trus¬ 
tees on Monday evening the contiaet for 
the C(jnstructi(m of the big culvert at 
the inter.section of Baldwin and Live 
Oak Avenues was let to S. .M. Sevier for 
!i!5()S. The culvert, designed by’ City 
Engineer Hixby. will make the inter¬ 
secting roads passable instead of a men¬ 
ace to autos and other vehicles as it 
ha.s been for years. It will be large 
enough to take care of the torrents of 
storm water which come down the Ave¬ 
nue. The expense comes otit of the gen¬ 
eral fund of the city. 

If Sierra .Madre is to get any"^street 
work done this season it would seem 
that two or three streets will have to he 
improved at once in order to get bids on 
the work. Xo bids were receiviul on the 
grading, oiling and curbing of Sull'olk 
Avenue and the work will jn-oliably he 
re-advertised. 'I'he strecd c.ontractors 
hai e in abundance of w oi k on hand this 
sea.-on and other towns near by have 
been nnable to get bids on small con 
tracts. In the case of Sutfolk .Avenue, 
which consists of but one long block, 
the contractor would find it necessary 
to bring an entire outfit to Sierra Madre 
the same as for a large contract. If 
there were other strei'ts to be improved 
at the same time the contractors would 
lie more willing to put in bids and 
bring their outfits to town. There are 
more streets which ought to be improved 
and now would s<‘em to be a good tinu 
to do it. 

DOG POPULATION REDUCED 

The dog muzzling ordinance has servtal 
at least one very’ exeidlent purpose in 
redueing the canine population to a no¬ 
ticeable (‘.xtent. Hut the novelty’ of the 
thing has worn oil' and the dogs and 
their owners are groAving careless about 
the muzzles. About one dog in five seen 
on the street wears a muzzle, properly’ 
adjusted. If the law is not to lie en¬ 
forced, it should be reiiealcd. Dog taxe- 
will soon (>ome due. and then .Marshal 
Ray, the tax collector and idficial dog 
catchei’, will ha\'e grounds upon which to 
still further reduce the supmtluous dog 
I population.

Till’ case against Fred Hatfield of 
.Sierra Madre who was arraigntnl Wed¬ 
nesday’ on a charge of passing forged 
checks at the Siena Madre bank wa- 
continued for sixty days with the ap¬ 
proval of Cashier H. CL Flint. The boy’s 
father. Dr. \\. F. Hatfield, has made 
good the loss incurred by’ the bank and 
various Los Angeles parties and an ear¬ 
nest plea was made by Fred and his 
jmrents that he be given a chance to go 
to work and make good. It is the un- 
dcr.standing that at the end of the sixty 
days the case will be eontinued again or 
ivill be dismissed if his conduct is such 
as may seem to warrant it.

include Sierra Madre in the forthcoming 
edition. .\11 residents and business con¬ 
cerns w ill be listed the same as those of 
Pasadena, and there will al.so be a clas¬ 
sified business direetory.

MUST BURN RUBBISH EARLY 

Iinjxu'tant cluuiges were nuide in tlie 
fire ordinance at last week's meeting of 
tbe city trustees. The ordinance wa,s 
so amended as to jiroliibit the burning 
of brush, rubbish or other outdoor fires 
in the territory north of Grand A"iew 
.Avenue except between the hours of six 
and nine o clock in the morning. Bon¬ 
fires are jiroliibited within 25 feet of any 
building or otlier inflammable structure 
and grass or briiNh fires must not be 
permitted to spread to within less than 
ten feet of the Ixiundary of tlx* lot on 
Avhieh the fire is started. 

The early morning is tbe logical time 
for outdoor fires of any kind. There 
is less danger from flying sparks owing 
to the absence of wind which is preva¬ 
lent later in tbe day. .Anotlier impor¬ 
tant reason concerns Forest Ranger 
Crow. He lias a large territory to cover 
and guard against fires, c.xtendiiig from 
Duarte to Eaton s cany’on. He rides over 
this district nearly’ every’ day’. .And 
no matter where he is, if he s(h*s smoke 
or otlier indications of fire close to tlie 
mountains lie gets there as fast as his 
horse can carry him. Gonseipipntly’ tbe 
promi.seiious fires at all hours of tlie day 
and night cause him muoli ineonvenieiiee 
and hamper him in bis other work be¬ 
cause of the unnecessary trips of in¬ 
spection which they’ cause him.

In the death of Mr. .'sauerwein, th< 
west Ios4>9 one of its most talented paint¬ 
ers and conspienoiis interpreters. En 
(lowed to an unusual degree with poetic 
imagination and a rare color se«se, Mr. 
Sauerwein's canvases were always ren 
dered with refined sentiment. Art ami 
history will for all time In* iitdehted to 
him for his ad*‘<|uate portrayals of the 
romantic and realistic life of the south- 
wcst( 1 11 Indians. The artist ptissed man\ 
years among the desert trilw's. He wa.- 
ever in close sympathy with their lives, 
and strove to understand tlH’ir romance 
and poetry. He was also very success¬ 
ful in painting California mission sub¬ 
jects, tramping over ground identified 
with the romantic history of tlie Fran¬ 
ciscans in search for his maU-rial. 

He handled paint in a simple, direct 
way, and with maiked feeling. His des¬ 
ert and Indian subjects were strongly 
decorative, yet full of truth. In Indian 
portraiture he was not photographically 
accurate, but his subjects were rendered 
with a (lash and verve and an ease of 
eoni|)osition that were always convincing, 
and which had made the name of Sauer-

At the 
end of two years he went hack east and 
studied from tlie human figure, deter¬ 
mined to return and paint this people 
and their land of color, which he has 
done, we all know how well, for an un¬ 
broken period of fifteen years to the 
date of his death.

THE WHITE PLAGUE FLY 


Another Serious Charge Against the 
Common House Fly 

“\\ lute Plagxte Fly” is the cognomen 
applied to the so-called “Typhoid Fly” 
by Professor illiam R. Herms, pro 
moter of anti-tly campaigns, in describing 
the activities of musca domestica and 
proposing simple relief measures. 

Apropos of this subject Professor 
Henns says: “The old theory that 

tuberculosis infection is chiefly caused 
througli germs being home on the air to 
the lungs has been displaced by recent 
investigations which prove clearly that 
the tul)erculosis germ most commonly 
gains access to the human body through 
the w'alls of the digestive tract and is 
carried in the blood to the lungs or other 
vulnerable organs. In view of this fact, 
and in view of the house fly’s long estab¬ 
lished record as a carrier of disease 
germs to food, the title “White Plague 
Fly” may be justly added to the long 
list of liard luinies already applied to this 
industrious pe.st. 

“The fact thal the common house-fh' 
is an important transmitter of the white 
plague is frequently l)orne out by the 
sj)ectacle of Hies encircling sputum. The 
tuberculosis bacillus is pre.sent in this 
material and is capable of being taken 
into the digestive system of the fly and 
passed out unharmed in the fly specks, 
which latter may be deposited on human 
food, infecting the individual by way of 
the alimentary canal. 

“The interest of w'hite plague cru¬ 
saders in anti-tly campaigns raises the 
e.xpectation that men will not always re¬ 
main down-trodden by flies. Rut the 
flies will be too many for us so long as 
we do not prevent them from breeding. 
This, fortunately, is a simple matter. 
About !)5 per cent of all oiu’ common 
house flies breed in manure piles; the 
rest in unscreened toilets, uncovered gar¬ 
bage cans, scattered horse droppings, any 
place, in fact, where moistened filth is 
accessible to flies. Fortunately the lly 
stddom travels more than a block or two 
fiTun its place of breeding. Thus the 
neighborhood or the town that provides 
fly proof bins for all manure, and either 
covers or screens or cleans all other 
places of brtH'diiig will have a flyless 
summer time.
